DULLES* "This program, which wae not lightly assumed, and the risks were known, 
and weighed against the need of our national security. How can we prepare, without 
knowing whether the danger is from. bombers, with their nuclear cargo, whether it is from' 
guided missiles, also with nuclear warheads, and in what degree does that reflect upoD 
our own military program. It is vital to direct our own military defense efforts towards 
the nature of the possible attack."
